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SEVEN out of eight children in the 
East End Olympic Host boroughs 
are set to miss out on the Olympic 
Games hosted in their own 
neighbourhoods. 

This is as a result of secret deals 
cooked up by the 2012 Games 
organisers, LOCOG. 

For more than five years the 
Olympic host boroughs have 
sought just one thing - a single, 
solitary ticket for each child in 
those boroughs that are 
contributing most to make the 
Games a success. 

Greenwich Council leader Chris 
Roberts told GT: “Olympic 
organisers have had five years to 
plan a ticket allocation which 
would permit the children of the 
Host Boroughs to attend the 
Games taking place on their own 
doorsteps. Instead, seven out of 
eight schoolchildren will be denied 
that chance. 

“The children of the East End 
were used by the Olympic 
organisers in Singapore to win the 
bid for the Games. They have been 
called upon endlessly to take part 
in photo-opportunities to build 
support for the Games and are 
even used in consultation groups 
to advise on how to run the Games 
and build a legacy. 

“In return only one thing has been 
asked - the ability for those

THEY may not 
have the 

Hollywood appeal 
of the rescued 
Chilean miners, 
but the two 
football clubs who 
met at The Valley 
on Saturday have 
both been 
rescued from dark 
places too. 
Twenty-five years 
ago Charlton’s 
Valley stood 
abandoned. Its 
unlocked 

gates were an open 
invitation to 
vandals and 
arsonists, 
although nature 
would take more of 
a toll over the 
ensuing years. 
Brighton & Hove 
Albion would 
remain at their 
crumbling 
Goldstone Ground 
until 1997, at 
which point it was 
sold from under 
them to property 
developers. 

The Seagulls’ exile 
was even more 
painful than the 
Addicks’, since it 
was largely 
conducted in the 
lower divisions 
and for a time saw 
them forced to 
stage matches 50 
miles away in 
Gillingham, Kent. 
Now they play at 
an athletics track 
surrounded by 
temporary stands, 
but at least their 
fans are home in 
time for tea. But 
Brighton, like 
Charlton, will 
soon emerge 
blinking into the 
light. Their new 
22,500 stadium at 
nearby Falmer is 


set to open next 
season. Their 
football fortunes 
are already 
improving and the 
momentum 
generated 
could well see 
them rejoin the 
elite before very 
long. 

The Addicks also 
gained impetus 
from their return 
in 1992. They got 
home quicker, 
although progress 
often seemed 
glacial. Eight 
Premier League 
seasons were the 
reward for all that 
effort, albeit they 
have fallen on 
harder times now. 
In football terms 
they have not been 
as low since 1974. 
Yet The Valley, 
incomparably 
superior to its 
condition then, 
stands as a 
permanent 
rebuke to the 
naysayers of 1985. 
Both the facilities 
and the club are a 
major asset to the 
Greenwich 
community and 
they touch the 
lives of thousands 
beyond those 
whose passion is 
limited to the 
fortnightly ritual 
on the pitch. 

All this came out 
of adversity, as it 
will at Brighton. 
My wider point is 
that in austere 
times we mustn’t 
neglect to dream 
or challenge those 
who cannot see 
beyond what they 
regard as the 
bottom line.

School bee hive buzzes with sweet success

THERE’S a buzz of 
excitement among pupils 
at Charlton Manor 
Primary School, who have 
just started selling honey 
produced by their own 
bees. 

The children have a hive 
with about 60,000 bees in their 
school garden, and it has been 
so successful that they are 
now able to pack the honey 
into jars and sell it to family 
and friends from their new 
school shop - at £4 a pot. 

The story started two years 
ago when a large swarm of 
bees landed in the school 
grounds in Indus Road. A 
local beekeeper was called in 
to deal with them, but the 
children were so fascinated 
that they wanted to find out 
more about keeping bees and 
making honey. 

The school approached 
David Rae from the local 
Ruxley Beekeepers group, 
who offered to design and 
install an observation hive in 
the grounds. The group also 
gave lessons in beekeeping to 
headteacher Tim Baker, 
teaching assistant Joe Turner- 
Wing, and the school’s part- 
time gardener Jo Sparks. 

The whole project took off 
with the help of volunteers 
from the Lloyds banking 
group, who helped pupils 
produce a business plan to 


market and sell the honey 
along with vegetables grown 
in the school garden. 

The children have named it 
‘Sweet Pickings - Charlton 
Manor’s Healthy Tuck Shop’, 
and it opened for business last 
Tuesday (October 12) with an 
official ceremony involving 
VIP guests. They included 
Greenwich Mayor Cllr 
Barbara Barwick, Eltham MP 
Clive Efford, and former 
Education minister Jim 
Knight MP, now Lord Knight, 
who had visited the school 
previously. 


Headteacher Tim Baker told 
GT: “This whole project 
touches all different parts of 
the school’s curriculum. It 
involves maths for working 
out the business case, literacy 
and report writing, science, 
and the environment. We tell 
the children about buying and 
selling food locally to reduce 
‘food miles’, and the 
environmental aspects of why 
bees are endangered.” 

The pupils also designed 
their own labels for the honey 
jars, and put together some 
recipes. Some of the children 


tuck shop 

are now working on a plan to 
sell their produce on the 
internet. 

Babajeda Ogunadop said 
“We learned about money and 
how to give change - I’ve 
enjoyed it more than ordinary 
lessons.” 

Billy Flower and Tia-Reay 
Johnson explained what they 
had learned about bees. 

“Next year we want to start a 
bee blog so we can share our 
beekeeping experience with 
other schools,” said Billy.

The coaching club 
has provided me an opportunity to 
discuss issues with other 
people in the same boat as 
me and it is really well 
facilitated. I have already 
learned so much and 
grown as a person. It was 
invaluable.”

Over 55s make their voices heard

THE borough’s over-55s 
are a force to be reckoned 
with. 

That was the verdict of 
Greenwich Mayor, Cllr 
Barbara Barwick, when she 
officially launched a packed 
celebration at Charlton House 
in The Village of the UK’s 
fourth Older People’s Day 

“I can see ‘grey power’ is 
alive and well and living in 
Greenwich,” she told the 
scores of supporters of the 
event which was hosted by the 
Pensioners’ Forum on October 
7. 

The Mayor thanked Forum 
chair, Frances Hook, and her 
team for their sterling work. 

She added: “I know I get my 
ear ‘bashed’ whenever I see 
you - but the more you come to 
us, the more aware we become 
of the power of older people in 
this borough.” 

The annual event was also 
attended by Cllr Peter Kotz, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for health, adults and 
older people, and Cllr Janet 
Gillman, who chairs the 
borough’s overview and 
scrutiny panel for older 
people. 

Cllr Kotz told GT: “The 
council is happy to support 
Older People’s Day, and it’s 
good to see so many people 
here, looking at how they can 
work together to make the 
lives of older people better 
within the borough.” 

This year’s national theme 
was “Getting and staying 
active”, and Cllr Kotz added: 
“The council continues to 
work with the NHS and the 
other health-providers in the 
borough to try to make sure 
that older people don’t just 
enjoy longer lives - but healthy 
ones too.” 

There was a full day of talks 
and performances, 

information, music and 
refreshments. This year’s 
raffle had so many prizes 
donated by businesses across 
Greenwich that it had to be 
done in three sections. 

The Pensioners’ Forum has 
been run by its members since 
1987 and it’s there to defend 
and promote the well-being of 
the older people of Greenwich. 

It sends reps to a range of 
other community and health 


organisations, it lobbies both 
Parliament and Greenwich 
Council, and it’s affiliated to 
the National Pensioners’ 
Convention. 

It is currently scrutinising 
the future of end-of-life care 
and has recently made 
submissions to a government 
white paper on health. 

Diana Sinclair, from 
Plumstead, now in her early 
80s, is a veteran member. 

The former senior 
residential social worker told 
GT: “I’d say it’s good to get 
involved with your own age- 


group - and we are very 
forward-looking! ” 

Former factory manager 
John Webb, 77, from 
Greenwich, said: “It’s all in 
the title! Pensioners’ Forum 
means we are fighting for the 
rights of older people.” 

Retired nurse, midwife and 
health visitor Modupe Koiki, 
also aged 77, from Abbey 
Wood, told us: “I just feel 
happy that we’re doing 
something to help pensioners 
to get their entitlements.” 

Jean Yates, 76, from 
Charlton, joined only this 


summer. 

The former outpatients’ 
receptionist at the old 
Greenwich District Hospital 
said: “The first time I went to 
a Forum meeting they were so 
friendly and kind. I also see a 
few people there from other 
clubs I know.” 

• The Pensioners’ Forum 
meets on the last Friday of the 
month - except in December - 
at 10am in the Council 
Chamber at Woolwich town 
centre in Wellington Street, 
and new members are always 
welcome on a drop-in basis.

School support 

Benefits help for families with children at school 


PARENTS and carers may 
be able to get help towards 
the costs of sending their 
children to school. 

There is a range of 
educational benefits which 
families may be able to claim 
depending on their 
circumstances including free 
school meals, help with the 
cost of school uniforms and 
the costs of school trips. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, 
Greenwich Council’s the 
cabinet member for children 
and young people’s services, 
said: “Many parents and 
carers are unaware of the help 
available to help with school 
costs. We are committed to 
ensuring that all children are 
given the best possible start in 
life, and this includes helping 
out families who may be 
struggling to make ends 
meet.” She added: “I would 
encourage all parents to find 
out if they qualify for help.” 

Education benefits include: 

• Free school meals - your 
child can get free school meals 
if you receive certain benefits 
including Income Support, 


income-based Jobseeker’s 
Allowance, income-related 
Employment and Support 
Allowance, Pension Credit or 
Child Tax Credit (CTC) only 
and your annual income is 
£16,190 or less. 

• School Clothing Grants - 
you can get help towards the 
cost of school clothing if you 
live in the borough and get 
one of the benefits listed 
above or CTC (at a rate higher 
than the basic family or baby 
element) or Working Tax 
Credit. Grants are available 
when your child enters 
reception year or year 3 (£40), 
year 7 (£100) and year 9 (£70). 

• the cost of school trips and 
free school milk for your child. 

• For more information 
about education benefits or to 
claim, contact your child’s 
school or call Greenwich 
Council’s Pupil and Student 
Finance team on 020 8921 2570. 

Help is also available for 
older children over 16. 

If your child is staying on at 
school or college after their 
GCSEs or is doing an approved 
training course, they may be 
able to get an Education 


Maintenance Allowance 
payment of up to £30 a week. 

• Forms are available from 
your child’s secondary school 
or The Point (previously 
Connexions) on 020 8921 8224. 
Or call the Learner Support 
Helpline on 0800 121 8989. 

Families can also claim a 
range of benefits and tax 
credits to help with other 
costs depending on their 
circumstances. 

You maybe able to get Child 
Tax Credit if you have 
dependent children under 20. 
CTC is for both working and 
non- working families. There is 
also Working Tax Credit if you 
or your partner is in low paid 
work for at least 16 hours a 
week. You may be able to get 
help towards the cost of 
childcare while you work. 

If you have a child with 
special support needs, you 
may be able to get Disability 
Living Allowance which is 
paid on top of any other 
money or benefits you have 
coming in.

WANNABE badminton stars 
can now take advantage of a 
first-class shuttlecock 
service from someone who 
knows what it’s like at the 
top, writes Peter Cordwell. 

Jo Muggeridge has been 
there - Canada, 1994 - and 
done it - two 

Commonwealth Games gold 
medals. 

Now a full-time coach, her 
sessions at The Eltham 
Foundation School - 
formerly Eltham Green 
Sports College - have only 
just started, so young 
players can get in on the 
ground floor and go as high 
as they like. 

“On the first Monday night 
session I had about 14 
people turn up, so that 
wasn’t bad,” said Jo, 41, who 
used to live in Eltham and 
went to Crown Woods 
secondary school. “The 
funny thing is that the very 
first badminton club I 
played for was Eltham 
Green so I’ve come full 
circle.” 

As well as the 
Commonwealth Games, Jo 
went to two Olympic Games 
at the British No. 1, in 
Barcelona and Atlanta in ’92 
and ’96, playing in the 
singles, doubles and mixed 


doubles. Her best world 
ranking was No. 7 and even 
then recorded victories over 
the two top-ranked players. 
She told GT: “At school I did

When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply?

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme.

Billy's born again 

(...and his religion is the Blues) 

Bluesman Billy Jenkins’ latest album is his most personal 
to date. He talks candidly to Scene about its raw themes

BILLY Jenkins is 

depressed. At 
least you’d think 
as much from the 
lyrics on his new 

album. 

But despite appearances, the 
jazz-and-bluesman whose 
career has spanned nearly 
forty years insists they have 
nothing to do with his current 
state of mind. In fact, the 
songs on Born Again (And 
The Religion Is The Blues) 
were written over a decade 
ago, during a period which 
Jenkins concedes was the 
darkest of his life. Blues has 
always taken themes of pain 
and anguish and made them 
uplifting and amusing - two 
facets encapsulated perfectly 
in the album’s rousing finale, I 
Took A Walk. 

It’s a song about wanting to 
commit suicide, but as the 
singer contests, “it is positive 
at the end.” 

“Still dark water, seems so 
attractive, if I walk right in I’ll 
soon be inactive; If I carry 
rocks, it won't take long, I’ll 
take a walk, to Bob ’s Pond, ” 
sings Jenkins. 

Reflecting on the lyrics a 
decade later, Billy says: “I had 
quite a severe mental and 
physical collapse at the end of 
the nineties. It was a problem 
of being a band leader, trying 
to earn a living, support the 
kids. Their mother had to go 
back to work and I couldn’t 
support them, and when they 
were 18 1 just said farewell. 

“I was organising a tour for an 
album, and because I’d been 
touring ever since I as 16 my 
body clock was busted - 1 
didn’t know when to eat, I 
didn’t know when to sleep. 

“I was pretty exhausted and a 
lot of the songs came out of 
that.” 

The track would be 
devastating were it not so 
funny - its humour bobs back 
to the surface in the following 
verse: “ There I’ll be if I go 
missing, you will find me when 
you’re fishing.” 

He was given medication for 
his condition at the time, but 
he recalls in typical style, it 


didn’t help. 

“The doctor gave me three 
days of steroids. I said to him, 

‘I don’t want to take them 
again’, he said ‘why?’ I said ‘for 
the first time in my life I’ve 
washed my car!”’ 

The knowing irony of the 
Blues - which started with 
Robert Johnson selling his 
soul - is in rude health on this 
record. 

“The Blues is about 
addressing the bad things in 
life whilst making others feel 
worse at the same time,” Billy 
jokes. “Living in the western 
world we’re spoilt for choice, 
but the pressures of the 
market place, fitting in, can 


get to you. It can get too much. 
It did for me. In this digital 
‘click-click-click’ age 
everything becomes trivial, 
and singing and playing the 
blues is very cathartic - 
spiritually rewarding.” 

It’s not a depressing album by 
any stretch - it’s called Born 
Again for a kick off, and the 
title track does what it 
promises, proclaiming “ The 
religion is the Blues ” with the 
zeal of an evangelist priest, 
aided by an organ which too, 
could have been transplanted 
from a deep south Baptist 
church. 

“/ felt so guilty ”, Jenkins 
confesses on the song of the 


same name, “ when I kissed my 
best friend ’s wife. ” And you 
believe him, to a degree. But 
the mischievous twang to the 
vocal and vibrant swagger of 
the BB King guitar betrays the 
sense that he might not feel 
that guilty .. . 

The guitar playing across the 
work is exemplary, and 
amazingly his gravelly, Tom 
Waits vocal has changed little 
in the intervening decade 
which separates the recording 
of some of the tracks. 

I Hate Dogs is a charming, 
one-take call-and-response 
with four-year-old Sam 
Pickering who renames the 
Bluesman ‘Silly-Billy 
Jenkins’, for his dismissal of 
the canines. Looking For Mr 
Happy ladles out another 
helping of parodic mirth, sung 
as it is in the most upbeat of 
jazz tones, set against an all- 
singing-and-dancing 
accompaniment. 

So is he at his happiest on 
stage? “No,” comes the blunt 
reply - “It tires me out. I hate 
social scenes. My spatial 
awareness is so attuned it 
makes me really tired. 

“I like solitude; I need 
solitude, just to reflect and 
recharge.” 

What does make him happy 
then? “Everything makes me 
happy - it’s just it’s too much - 
it’s too rich. I’m a very happy 
person. They say you’re lucky 
to live a thousand months, but 
that doesn’t make it any easier 
to get out of bed sometimes.” 
The album - Billy’s most 
commercial to date - has been 
well received and Jenkins’ and 
his band have been invited to 
do a session for the Beeb. 

“It’s called the BBC Big Band 
session - they’ve done Van 
Morrison, Amy Winehouse, 
Michael Buble - and now me! 
There’s a 21-piece band and it’s 
on November 21.”

THE opening chapters of 
celebrity autobiographies tend 
BUto drag. If you’re like me, you 
won’t have the slightest 
interest in the subject’s formative 
years and will race through to get to 
the juicy bits of their life - after they 
became famous. 

Paul O’Grady’s second volume of his 
autobiography, The Devil Rides Out, is 
an exception because - despite 
consisting entirely of his pre-fame 
years, it’s both compelling and 
unputdownable. In this candid and 
laugh-out-loud account of his late 
teens and early twenties, the chat 
show host and former drag queen 
takes us on a journey through his 
transition to adulthood. In which he 
takes on every job from barman to 
abattoir assistant and everything in- 
between. In particular, he treats us to 
anecdotes from his time as a prostitute 
walker. What’s a prostitute walker you 
may ask? Well, Paul’s job entailed 
safely escorting women of the night to 
their prospective clients, with often 
hilarious, and sadly unrepeatable, 
results. The book also covers Paul’s 
first tentative steps as his infamous 
alter ego Lily Savage and his years as a 
‘house father’ at a children’s home. 

As he recounts his years of caring for 
disabled and vulnerable children, the 
paragraphs glow with affection for the 
little ones in his care. At one point, he 
movingly describes the devastation of 
losing one of the children who he’d 
become particularly close to. In 
another passage, he writes of how he 
was a live-in interim carer for an infirm 
older man, Mr Pantucci: “Once I was 
awoken with the sensation of warm 
water running across my face,” 

O’Grady writes, “happily dreaming that 
I was having my hair washed, I was 
content to lie there until it suddenly 
dawned on my that my dream was in 
fact reality. I opened my eyes and there 
was Mr Pantucci, his striped pyjama 
bottoms around his ankles, peeing all 
over me.” 

Mr Pantucci is just one of a whole cast 
of unique and eccentric characters that 
makes the autobiography so riveting. 
O’Grady talks in such detail about 
people in his life that you can really 
picture them in your mind’s eye as you 
read. Never is that more the case than 
with the comic’s hilarious northern 
matriarch of a mother. It shows what 
an ensemble piece his life has been, 
and he brings these salt-of-the-earth 
characters to life beautifully. 

Wry, honest and wickedly funny, it’s no 
wonder that his first volume of 
autobiography At My Mother’s Knee 
sold over a million copies in 2008. 

Paul’s story is one of a life lived to the 
full, and I for one am relieved he put 
pen to paper to share it. Hilarious, 
involving and deliciously indiscrete, 
this is a sure-fire contender for 
celebrity autobiography of the year. Do 
us a favour though Paul, don’t leave us 
waiting another two years for the next 
instalment, eh?

It’s a Downton in fortunes 



THE British obsession with the 
intertwining lives ‘above’ and 
‘below’ stairs is difficult to 
understand, particularly as we 
move towards 201 1 . A subconscious longing 
for a return to the glorious days of the 
British Empire? An even more deep-rooted 
desire to return to a social order when there 
was a “place for everyone and everyone 
knew their place”? Whatever it is - or is not 
- something has certainly encouraged the 
BBC to re-run the hugely successful 
Upstairs Downstairs just in time for 
Christmas, and that same something 
attracted over seven million viewers to the 
opening episode of ITV’s Downton Abbey. 
What contrasting lives they are, upstairs and 
downstairs: The one endlessly toiling from 
first light to last, the other revelling in 
luxurious indolence. One permanently 
penurious, the other a profusion of opulence. 
Social, financial and political extremes under 
one roof - a potentially combustible mixture. 
And yet midway through ITV’s run of seven 
episodes, upstairs and downstairs were 
paradoxically drawn together in an unlikely 
alliance. 

The year is 1912 and the natural heirs to the 
Earl of Grantham’s (Hugh Bonneville) title 
are presumed drowned, passengers of the 
Titanic. The family is devastated by the 


potential loss of the home (and fortune) to a 
distant cousin, Mathew Crawley (Dan 
Stevens) - a commoner from Manchester, no 
less. The Earl, his wife Cora (Elizabeth 
McGovern), his mother (Maggie Smith) and 
his three daughters face this uncertain 
future with stoic resolution. While very little 
actually happens, beyond the odd dinner 
party or ball, the acting is sumptuous from 
the top floor down. Smith sets the standard 
from withering putdowns to tortured 
expressions over “new-fangled electric lights 
giving her vapours”, and others are close 
behind. Grantham’s war wounded valet’s 
(Brendan Coyle) repressed resentment and 
passion; Grantham’s stony faced butler, Mr 


Carson (Jim Carter), a bastion of social 
stability and plucky, while head housemaid, 
Joanne Froggatt’s simmering sexuality is a 
beacon for social progress. 

Writer, creator and producer, Julian ‘Gosford 
Park’ Fellowes, painstakingly recreates the 
opulence the upstairs - from the castle itself 
(Highclere Castle in Berkshire) to the ritual 
of the Hunt, while simultaneously 
contrasting it with the sombre indigence of 
downstairs - the servants’ quarters 
especially - overlaying the whole with a 
thoughtful, carefully constructed dialogue 
representative of both time and class.

Facing the facts 

A liberal dose of fiction makes The Social Network an 
engaging story and saves it from the jaws of nerdy bore-test 


THE exploits of a geeky 
J student with uncannily bad 
people skills doesn t sound 
^ like the most entertaining 
subject matter for a feature film. So it 
was something of a surprise to learn 
that the movie about the creation of the 
world s largest social network was to 
be directed by the world-class 
filmmaker who has given us Fight Club 
and The Curious Case of Benjamin 
Button. 

In directing The Social Network, David 
Fincher inevitably dimmed down his 
characteristic style and host of special 
effects to create the largely fictional 
story about the inception of Facebook - 
with the right amounts of money, sex 
and fame thrown in. This is by no means 
a faithful documentary of Facebook’s 
creation in 2003, but instead 
glamourises Mark Zuckerburg’s (Jesse 
Eisenberg) climb to the top, knocking 
everyone down as he goes, only to be 
knocked down himself in the end. 

TSN opens with Zuckerburg being 
dumped on a date with a girl called 
Erica (Rooney Mara) - who is actually a 
fictional character. Zuckerburg 
responds angrily with the creation of a 
site containing all the girls on the 
Harvard campus and the ability for them 
to be rated on their attractiveness by 
males. In essence this movie highlights 
the creation of a social network which 
now has half a billion members — 
something that most countries can’t 
boast— but underlying is the idea that 
Facebook was created and is used for no 
benefit to the world and instead caters

to the trivial side of human nature. 

The movie as a whole spends much time 
switching back and forth in time - we’re 
shown Zuckerburg building the website 
with the financial backing of his friend 
Eduardo Saverin (Andrew Garfield), and 
we’re given the impression that the idea 
is stolen from twins Tyler and Cameron 
Winklevoss (both played by Armie 
Hammer), and the movie also plays out 
the lawsuits that follow Facebook’s 
success. 

Aaron Sorkin’s script is masterfully 
written, and although lacks many of the 


characteristics of a Fincher film, the 
idea and drama of betrayal is ever 
present throughout and Fincher gives 
the whole story the sense of momentum 
and turbulence that it rightly deserves. 
While the film may not have been 
completely faithful to events 
surrounding Facebook’s creation, it 
would have made pretty dull watching if 
it were. And if reality is what we’re 
after, we can always log on to the 
website, right?

Hoghe is 
sans-fun 


I GUARENTEE you that 
whatever I write in this 
review will be more exciting 
and interesting than 
watching Raimund Hoghe’s Sans- 
titre. 

The avant-garde side of dance is 
generally well received at Laban, 
Hoghe’s minimalism however is 
difficult and unrewarding. The 
collaboration of the two performers, 
Hoghe and Faustin Linyekula, 
seemed an interesting concept to 
begin with. The production notes 
described the piece as an exploration 
of ‘the relationship between the two 
very different men - one African, one 
European; one mature, one younger; 
one with physical limitations, one 
dancing with abandon’. This message 
was made strikingly obvious from the 
start, even a novice observer of dance 
would have very little difficulty in 
making the connection, and it could 
have been conveyed without the 
whimsical melodrama that followed. 
Hoghe’s own brutal, disengaged style 
distanced himself from the audience 
for most of the performance, leaving 
it up to his collaborator to make an 
impression. Watching the improvised 
movements of Linyekula was at best 
captivating but often too abstract - as 
a performer he has a great dynamic 
ability and sharpness to his 
technique, but he alone could not 
extract any life from the piece. 

There’s contrast there, but the 
relationship between Hoghe and 
Linyekula is hardly fascinating or 
developed, the only interaction 
between the two is the occasional 
holding of hands which isaboutas 
moving as a formal handshake at a 
job interview. This leaves Sans-titre 
to dry out as a predictable and slow- 
moving performance, struggling 
under the weight of its self- 
indulgence. 

The use of composers Bach and 
Purcell seemed an obvious choice for 
the gloomy atmosphere intended, but 
unless you enjoyyour Baroque music 
then what thought could be expected 
from the audience otherthan, ‘Oh no, 
notanotherone...’? 

Had it been longerand more 
sustained then the minimalism may 
have been greater affecting, on this 
occasion it resulted in being devoid of 
any impact. Hoghe’s method of 
frustrating the audience questions 
the nature of expectation but it 
achieves very little else as an art 
form. As a concept artist he lacks 
substance, leaving us with the bland 
flavours of his subtlety, and what a 
meaningless impression this piece 
creates.

Bulgarian international used 
brain not brawn to remind us 
that football is a simple game 
often complicated by 
“tacticians”. 

Uninhibited and confident, 
the Seagulls sprinted out of 
the blocks but were briefly 
thwarted by the excellent 
goalkeeping of Rob Elliot. 
Reacting instinctively to save 
Matt Sparrow’s crisp drive on 
the turn, Elliot recovered 
magnificently to stop Elliott 
Bennett’s close-range attempt 
to convert the rebound. 

Bennett also fired dangerously 
over the bar with Pawel Abbott 
replying for Charlton by heading 
Lee Martin’s precise cross 
narrowly wide of the right post. 
The Addicks had apparently 
survived the worst when they fell 
behind midway through the half. 

More wing-back than full- 
back in Brighton’s aggressive 


formation, Marcos Painter 
popped up near the left corner 
flag to win a corner off 
pressganged right-back 
Christian Dailly, surely an 
indispensable cog in 
Charlton's central defence. 
Exchanging short passes with 
Bennett, Gary Dicker pinged a 
fierce low centre across the 
six-yard box to the far post, 
where Painter’s late-arriving 
wing-back partner Inigo 
Calderon reprised the goal he 
scored in Brighton’s victory at 
The Valley last February. 

Though the South Coasters 
were picking up the lion’s 
share of bits, pieces and 
second balls, Charlton 
remained in contention. A 
minute before the break, Kyel 
Reid’s persistent solo run was 
capped by a sizzling 30-yard 
drive, brilliantly tipped over 
by Ankergreen; from Johnnie 
Jackson’s resultant corner, 
Martin volleyed inches over 


the bar. 

Spirited though they were, the 
Addicks merely flattered to 
deceive. Just past the hour, they 
fell completely apart as Gary 
Doherty’s weakness in 
challenging Bennett and Johnnie 
Jackson’s feeble backpass allowed 
Glenn Murray to round Elliot 
easily, take careful aim and 
double his side’s lead. 

The game was completely up 
when substitute Kazenga 
Lualua picked himself up 
after being fouled by Therry 
Racon, worked a short free 
kick routine with Kishishev to 
rifle a sizzling drive in off the 
left upright, then wisely 
decided against the 
celebratory acrobatics which 
damaged his hamstring after 
scoring similarly against 
Bournemouth last week. 

By the time Lualua skinned 
Simon Francis and 
quickstepped along the left 
byline to present Sparrow

with a simply-headed fourth, 
Charlton’s disintegration was 
total.
